Imports of chicle gum during the 
fiscal year 1916 were as follows: 
from Mexico, 2.197,000 lbs; from 
Canada, 2.181,000 lbs; from British 
Honduras, 1,139 000 lbs; from Ven- 
ezuela, 952,000 lbs, from the Cen- 
tral American Repablics, 26,000 lbs; 
from an other countries, ft,000 lbs. 
Chicle is not produced in Canada, 
but large quantities from other Brit- 
ish possessions are handled thru the 
Dominion. In 1918 the total im- 
ports of the gum amounted to t3,- 
750,000 lbs, and that is the record 
importation for any one year. In 
1915 the total was 6,500,000. 

Chicle is the dried milky juice of 
the sapodilla tree, which is one ot a 
iarge family of tropical trees known 
as bully trees. Some of the gum is 
used as a substitute for gutta percha. 
but the bulk of it is used in the man 
ufacture of chewiiig gum.
